son'e squeaky piping about "My pretty Janeh
bhae any charm for me ! No! I endure them
beesnse my time will come prezently, althongh,
to be sure, mwy rendering of '‘Champagne
Charlie” is a performance not to be com-
pired with such rubbish as the singing of Wil
son and Runkel,

It is really besutiful to see the
deprecating glance he turns to members who
rattle their glasses, or whisper, while a song is
going on, aud it 15 & joy to bebold him finging
himself mto the applause, whnch he guides sod
moderates when needin), You would hardly
suspect him of posseseing a very high tenor
voice—but he hus one, and warbles “Good bye,
Sweetheart,” with great feelivg, when he does
mog, which is not very often,

This s our pisnist, Bradbury, the organist of
Bt. Criepin, one of the suburb churches in which
there are more stained glaes windows than wor-
shippers; where, in fact, the incombent wilh
¢ight hundred per annum is paid at the rate of
fifty dollars per head per year, for his ordinary
congregation—includipg the clerk. DBradbury
iz in o chronic state of mandlin and inclpient

discovery that some fAne old plece of almost for-
potten music bas been stolen—and disfignred—
by the popular melodistsa, Jones does not care
& bit for musle; bas no ear and no apprecintion,
He merely joined our soclety because it gave
him wunusoal opportuniticsa for howling the
imbecilities which he enlls “‘eomic songs.” I here
represent him In his supposed Imitation of
Lingard, balf ‘yelllog and half whispsring—

*On the beach at Long Branch

Ope flne summer's day."'
It is rather painful and unpleasant for
those of us who do not eare for such places
and such people to have music-hall melodies
and music-hall mavuers thrust upon us by
Jones, I despise the little wretch always, but
when he begins to sing, pity mingles with eon-
tempt. It is o heart-rending speetncle! As# he
stands wagging his poor, feeble noddle, with a
stercotyped grin of affected knowingness on his
dougly expressionless countenance, and bellows
out in & harsh, volgar volce the rhymeless and
rensonless rubbish which he calls a song, he
presents & speciacle which makes one in-
olined to think Darwin's theory ot the origin
of man by no means the worst that could be
propounded, I would far rather laney the human
race fprang from o wonkey than a comic singer
like Jones.

Here you bave Willinmson and Owens, Owensis
tall, aud possesses a voice that seems to proceed
from hiz boote, Williameon {g ehort, and bonastsa
tenor that appears to come from somewhere in
the top of his head, I have always surmiscd
that the artistic maonner in which they look
down one anotlier’s thronts during their chords
is to be attributed to each’s curiosity as to the
locality whenee theother’s voice proceeds. They
are here depicted fn the act of singing **Meet me
by moounlight alone,” It must not be imagiuned,
from their singing dusts together perpetually,
that they are as attached Lo each other as Damon
and Pythias, On the contrary, they fight in-
ceseuntly over thelr music, each trying to select
pleces that give bim the lon's share of the sing-
ing, Asaruole, it may be taken for granted that
the “'sons of harwony'' guarrel more than most
people—a fact to which we owe the old eaymng
about *firel fiddle.” In the best-regulated
Musieal Societies there are perpetual heart-
burniongs. A, who is firet flate, is disgusted
because B bad a solo given him st the last con-
cert; C would like 1o punch D's head for drown-
ing lis song with a loud accompaniment; E is
convineed that in the last glee F purposely sang
out of ture Lo confuge him; G declures thay H,
who was 10 fing & new duet with him, which
owing to H' absence through illness is left out,
is enly shamming in order to spite him—and so

intoxication when we meet him of an evening.
Whether he abstaing from alcoholic excitement
on Sundays, or whether he has taken to it with
a view to doubling his audience st c¢hurch, has
neyer been clearly stated. At our annuoul dinner
he invariably gets hopelessly tipsy, and as
invariably ipsists on playing the most compli-
cated overtures and sonatas, He usunlly finighes
up the performance by rolling his heal along
the keys when his hands refase to play—
whereupon the chalrman has hiwm prompily seut
home in a back,

This is McKioney. He is the life aud soul of
the society, full of pood jokes and absurd rid-
dles, He sings sbsurdly comic songs—really
eomic gongs, that is, not the valgar rubbizsh so
called by the "“Varielies" songsters. I here
represent him in his favorite soug of “'Bicou
and Greens," Everybody likes him, and he ls
the fdol of evening parties, He s ipdeed
vaslly superior Lo the next member I jutroduce.

This lsyoung Jones, He models himself on the
slars of the music-halls which he frequents,
His highest ambition I to be mistaken for
Vivian or the great Lingard,” He certainly looks
a shooking hittje squirt, and we all regret hi®
admission to the society.

his finest effory is **From the White-blossomed
Sloe,” His rendering of the touching passage:—

“No, by beaven ! | exclalmed, may I perish
If ever 1 plantin thal bosom & thorn!"
